1993 CROP CIRCLE SEASON UPDATE. 


Below are the formations that as far as I have heard,have been 
found up until the beginning of June 93 : 

1. First formation of 1993 was found at Sal ford,Cainshame. 

A circle with 7 satellites,found in a field behind a pub. 
muddy footprints were found on some of the stalks. 

probable Hoax. 

2. Newton St Leo,nr Bath : An 80ft dia ring,with a line of 7 & 
group of 4 2ft rings in wheat. 

probable Hoax. 

3. Ivanhoe nr Tring,Buckinghamshire : A 30ft broad ring in oil 
seed rape. 

4. Leyton Buzzard,Bedfordshire : Large single circle in a green 
crop. 

5. Near Wantage : Circle in Oil Seed rape. 

f>. Alton Barnes, Wi 1 tshire : A single circle found in the corner 
of a field out of sight.Probable genuine circle. 


In an article from the Sussex Circular,by Andy Thomas,there 
was a report of a circle,1 mile wide,in a field in Spain.The 
circle was found at the end of 1992.If you walked around the 
rings making up the circle,it was estimated,you would walk 
about 10 miles.

Following recent correspondence with Jan Williams of SCAN 
dated 15.5.93,Jan was kind enough to draw my attention to the 
following report : 

3 crop circles found in Exmour last year,although they were not 
reported extensively.The 3 circles were in a line,and occurred 
within a week.All three were large,with tripodal discs around 
them,and all produced positive results when dowsed.Two were in 
cereal crops,but the third was in heather.according to an eye 
witness,could not of been hoaxed. 

Does anyone else know of this formation or have any press 
reports relating to it.If you do,I would like to hear from you.

You mentioned a specific case involving a Boeing 737 aitetaft; in tact, the 
pilot reported this incident as an airmiss. as opposed to raking a Ur 11 repott. 

I have attached a copy of the CAA's report into this incident, which was 
prepared by the Joint Airmiss Section.

PART A: SUMMARY OF f NTQR_M aTIO N REPORTED TO IAS 

THE B737 PILOT reports that he was inbound to Garrick and in conirnimicntion with London control on 12S.4 
while squawking with Mode C. He was beading 30S 3 and descending-through FL 140 at 355 kt with visibility in the 
region of 40 km. His FO saw a email black lo2cnge shaped object about 500 m ahead of the sc and at the same 
level Within the space of about 1.5 sec it pissed very dose, less than 100 yd away, down the port side of the ac and, 
ai the mosL, 30 ft above the level of the wing. He informed London Control, via the RT. who reported seeing a 
soali primary radar contact astern of the ac. No impact or disturbance was felt on the ac and no damage was 
observed during z post flight inspection. He assessed the risk of collision as high. 

ATC AT LVTCC reports that during a moderate tra~Lc loading on the BIG/J2AS CCF sector the B73? pilot 
reported an object passing his ac in the opposite direction at a high dosing speed. The B737 was inbound to 
Garrick via the Easrwood stack and passing the BEXIL way poinL He was descending through 15.030 ft and 
though; the object may have been a balloon, or part of, describing it as black and about IS inches wide. The SC 
reports that a primary return was seen about 10 NM behind the B737 heading SE at about 100 kt. A following ac 
was given traffic information and avoiding turns to the left to avoid the primary return, which had appeared to 
change heading towards it, but its pilot reported seeing nothing. The DVR CSC was also advised of the fads in 
order th 2 t inbound traffic could be given vectors to avoid the area. 

JAS Notes 

1. A Meteorological balloon was released from Crawley at 1719 on this particular day, it was light brown in 
colour 2 nd was trailing a silvery mesh triangle. Twenty six minutes after release (1745) it was at 27,000 ft bearing 
035.76° and at a range of 30 km from Crawley. It ascended through 15,000 ft 13 min after release (1732) when it was 
bearing 097.6° 2 nd at a range of 17 km. There was a sharp inversion between 4000-5000 ft where the temperature 
rose from + S" to -r 12°. The top of convection was at 4500 ft, above this was a very dry area up to about 1.5,000 ft. 
Wind velocity at 14,000 ft - 305/25, 10,000 ft - 295/25. 

2. AlS(Mil) undertook very thorough tracing action but could reach no positive conclusion. Their radar replay 
did show a primary return in the general area but it was seen to move about like a light ac or helicopter at low level 
No Met or other balloons could be traced which having been released could have reached this area/time nor which 
could have appeared black. The only passible exception to this was that some hot-air balloon pilots launch small 
balloons which can be followed with a device called a "Wind Tracker". Oae balloon pilot contacted had released 
balloons on the 6lh/7tb July but then not again untO the 19th. On the 21st he tracked one of his black balloons to 
7200 ft before he lost sight of it and be assumed they could go much higher than this. The CAA SRG is well aware 
of this use of balloons; they and others of similar size (less than 2 m) are exempted from most restrictions of the 
ANO by Article 109(a). The object seen by the B737 pDot must be considered as untraced. 

PART B: SUMMARY OF THE WORKING GROUPS DISCUSSIONS 

The only information available to the Working Group was the report from the pilot of the B737, photographs from 
the radar recordings, and reports from the appropriate ATC and operating authorities. 

A member commented that the number of sightings of balloons and other unidentified objects to have become 

more prevalent in the S and SE of the country. Members took note of the AIS(M) comment on the primary return 
seen in the general area of the airmiss as being more akin to the movement of a light ac or helicopter at low level. 
They were at a loss to identify the reported object since as shape and behaviour did not seem to tit any recognisable 
piece of aviation equipm en t, while the temperature inversion made it unlikely that something Fk*» a piece of black 
polythene could have been carried to that level It was agreed that this airmiss was best Ar*-nhvil ^ a conflidkm 
between the £737 and the unidnri fieri object. Whilst members were unsure what damage could have occurred had 
the object struck the B737 the general opinion was that there had been a possible risk of collision.
